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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 01/03/2007 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that search of all three groups would 
not entail an undue burden on this office. This is not found persuasive because search 
of all the groups would indeed entail an undue burden on this office. For example, 
Group III would entail a search of the coating arts (class 427). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 23-32 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 01/03/2007. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1 , 4, 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
WO 2004/035122 A2 (WO'122). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

WO'122 discloses an implant wherein bucky paper may be the first layer (see 
Abstract and page 19, [0108]. Stents are disclosed in [0149]. The bucky paper may be 
in various shapes including fibers (cylinders) and balls (pouch). The instant claims are 
anticipated by WO'122. 

Claims 2, 3, 5-19 are objected to as dependent upon a rejected claim. 

Luzzi et al is cited as a patent of interest for its disclosure of nanotubes.
